Fiéagie was hanged last 
night for his part in the killing of 
.four men and the $219,000 rob- 
bery of the First National Bank of 
Lamar in May, 1928. The trap 
was sprung on the elderly leader 
of the Fleagle gang at 9:03 o’clock, 
ait the Statd prison, He was pro-' 
nounceu dead 13% minutes later. 

Until the time the black cap was 
adjusted, Fleagle maintained «his 
coolness. Less than an hour be- 
fore he was hanged, Fileagle em- 
braced the Catholic faith. He was 
baptized in his cell by Father Regis

Tree planting along streets, es- 
pecially to replace those destroyed 


by Director of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks in an address, comprehen- 
sively reporting progress on North 
St. Louis improvements, last night 
at a meeting of the North 8t, Louis 
Business Men’s Association. 

In particular he suggested plant- 
ing a tree every 25 to 35 feet on 
each side of Natural Bridge’ road, 
North and South Twelfth street and 
Gravois avenue when they have 
been widened. He said that trees 
for streets reduced from $7 to $5 
each by the city last fall when the 
Chamber of Commerce started the 
movement for tree replacement, 
now may be obtained by the prop- 
erty owner for $4 each. ‘Trees that 
die will be replaced free. 


Director Brooks annourced that 
the following major streets in 
North St. Louis_wouid be posted 
with “stop” signs in six weeks; 
Franklin from Broadway to Grand; 
Easton from Leffingwell to Prairie; 
Thirteenth from Biddle to Branch; 
Cass from Third to City Limits; St. 
Louis avenue from Broadway to 
Grand; Ninth from Franklin to An- 
gelica; High from Washington to 
Biddle. 


Kingshighway Northwest Paving, + 
' Paving of Kingshighway North- 
west from West Florissant avenue’ 
to Halls Ferry road, now in 20-foot 
concrete, he said, could be com- 
pleted similar to pavement south 
of West Florissant next year if 
property owners desired. He said

mobiles and $5119 in office and 
garage equipment and miscellane- 
ous items.

Tomorrow 
the Admiral and three of his sub- 
ordinates will fly to St. Louis, 
where, after the dedication, a 
luncheon, a parade, a buffet sup- 
per and a reception will be held 
in their honor. 

Admiral Byrd will leave §&t. 
Louis early Sunday morning in or- 
der to be back in New York Mon- 
day. Capt. Ashley McKinley and 
Ensign Thomas B. Mulroy, §&t. 
Louis members of the Antarctic 
expedition, will remain here sev- 
eral days. The plans of Lieut. 
Charles E. Lofgren, personnel of- 
ficer of the expedition, have not 
been announced. | 

Army and navy planes ordered 
to St. Louis especially for the oc- 
casion, will be at the airport when 
the tri-motored monoplane carry- 
ing the Antar¢tic party comes into 
view, accompanied by a squadron 
of planes of the Thirty-fifth Di- 
vision Air Corps, Missouri Nation- 
al Guard.

TRAFFIC BUREAU CASES 
DECREASE 15 PER CENT“ 


$63,873 Paid in Fines During. 
Year Ending July i— ~ 
Drop of $11,000. 


Although the same percentage of 


persons charged with traffic of- 
fenses during the year, ending July 
1, paid fines at the Traffic Viola- 
tions Bureau instead of appearing 
in court, the annual report of the 
bureau shows a 75 per cent de- 
crease jn cases, due to the fact that 
fewer arrests were made than In 
the preceding years when the bu- 
reau was first operated. 

Policemen issued 44,787 tickets 
during the past year, as compared 
to 52,667 the year before. Fines 
in 20,872 cases, totaling $63,873, 
were collected by the bureau, while 
24.346 persons paid $74,873. in 
fines during the year, ending July 
In both years, 46 per cent 
of those arrested appeared at the 
bureau. 

The greatest number of arrests 
was for defective lighting of auto- 
mobiles, failure to come to a corm- 
plete stop at major streets and 
boulevards, and driving through 
safety zones or passing a standing 
street car where there was no 
safety zone. 

Of the total number of arrests, 

1023 -were for second offenses, 303 
of those charged paying fines at 
the bureau. Persons charged with 
the third offense, of whom fshere 
were 99; 10 fourth, and three fifth 
offenders, were sent to. Police 
Court. 
Chief of Police Gerk expressed 
satisfaction with operation of the 
Dureau, which is in charge of Serst.

LOUISIANA LEGISLATURE BEATS 
GOVERNOR’S MAJOR PROPOSALS. 


Newspaper Tax and Road Bond Is- 
sue Defeated in Turbulent . 
Session. 


By the Associated Press. 

BATON ROUGE, [La., July 11.— 
Defeating major proposals spon- 
sored by Gov. Huey P. Long, the 
1930 session of the Louisiana Leg- 
islature adjourned last night after 
a turbulent session of 60 days. 

Opponents and supporters of 
Gov. Long revived bitter political 
feuds of last year’s unsuccessful 
impeachment proceeding and the 
chief executive frequently was 
forced from the legislative floors 
by sergeants-at-arms. He appeared 
to direct his forces in person, but 
rules of the Legislature exclude 
the Governor from the floor. 

A bill was introduced to tax 
newspapers 16 per cent of their 
gross advertising receipts. Pub- 
lishers met in Baton Rouge and 


lature with the result that the: bill 
was reported unfavorably by a 
unanimous committee vote and its 
author withdrew it when it reached 
the floor. 

Long’s proposal to bond part of 
the gasoline tax to raise $68,000,- 
000 for paved highways drew. wide- 
spread attention. The Governor 
found he was unable to muster the 
necessary two-thirds majority to 
amend the Constitution to provide 
for the bond issue. He then pro- 
posed a constitutional convention 
to amend the Constitution for the 
road fund.

Can Be Remedied. 

T have said that I did not be- 
lieve there was a defect of the put- 
ting stroke, which a good putter 
could not discover and correct with 
a few moments practice. This is 
certainly true within my own ex- 
perience. I -frequently have the 
kind of ‘off days I have described 
and when I do, it is my habit, if 
the match behind is not pressing 
too close, to try°a few practice 
putts on each green. Usually these 
practice shots come off well 
enough, particularly so far as an 
accurate striking of the ball is 
concerned. But usually, too, even 
after the practice, the next four- 
footer curls away from the hole. 

I truly believe that a great pro- 
portion of putting difficulties is in 
the player’s mind. Of course, 
there are days when one lines up 
a putt more accurately, particu- 
larly the long fellows, and days 
when the touch is nicer than 
usual. But when a putt of four 
feet is missed it is rarely because 
of a mistake in choosing the line.

Ex- 
cept for one or two inconesquential 
oversights in proofreading, the 
book is perfect and the directors 
of the Press merit the congratula- 
tions of all book lovers.

MUST ENGLAND LOSE INDIA? 
By Lieut.-Col. Arthur Osbourn, 
D. S. O. (Alfred A. Knopf, N. Y. 
$2.75) 

“Must England lose India? As 
things are, it looks as if we shall, 
and in the not distant future.” So 
believes Lieut.-Col, Arthur Osbourn, 
late of the British Army, who has 
spent many years in that troubled 
land, and he has very definite rea- 
sons for his belief, all of which he 
sets forth with astonishing frank- 
ness here. Though much consider- 
ation is given to economic condi- 
tions in India, the author finds the 
real cause of trouble in the arrog- 
ance and brutality of the English 
governing class, for which he 
blames the English public schools. 
Col. Osbourn is himself a member 
of the class he indicts, and he con- 
fesses that during his Indian serv- 
ice “he does not remember ever 
treating any ‘native’ half as well 
as he treats his dog.” In presenting 
his case, he does not deal in gen- 
eralities, but sets forth a great 
many specific instances, insisting 
that “there is absolutely nothing in 
this book that any Englishman 
who has traveled with his eyes and 
ears open in India could not have 
seen and found out for himself.” 
An effort is made at the end of 
the book to suggest possible reme- 
dies for the Indian situation, the 
principal ones having to do with 
the practice of common decency by

We should be capable, how- 
ever, of so regulating the processes 
of transition as to avoid wanton 
waste and abandonment of areas 
for no good reason.” 


In dicussing ‘decentralization, 
which he termed “the most impor- 
tant consideration” and under 


which he discussed St. Louis mu- 
nicipal projects, he said: 
“It is quite evident that, if very 


much larger areas are thrown upon 
the market for any particular pur- 
pose, somebody’s property is going 
to lie idle. The glamor of new 
things is irresistible and we are go- 
ing to have them at any cost so 
long as we have the means with 
which to pay. 

‘Tt is merely a question of 


whether we are going to create al- 
ways new districts for our new 
types of dwellings or commercial 
buildings, or whether we shall in- 
troduce them into the older dis- 
tricts and displace the older struc- 
tures. There is less romance, but 
certainly much more sound sense 
in following the latter course. 


“To limit the physical area of 
cities is not an unreasonable pro- 
posal. It has long been practiced 
in German cities. If unlimited 
areas of land are platted, sold and 
zoned for commerial and apart- 
ment house purposes, then, of 
course, there is no control and 
blight is inevitable. 

Zoning Ordinances. 

“It is estimated that, on the 
basis of apartment house popula- 
tion density in Washington, D. C., 
it shoud be possible to accommo- 
Gate 22,000,000 persons in the mul- 
tiple dwelling district regulated by 
the Los Angeles Zoning Ordinance.

REIPES FOR DISHES 
IN WEEK'S MENUS 


. 

Not Especially New But 

- Worthy Additions to Any 
Group of Recipes. 


Meats are about the same the 
year around, but when we can 
work. in‘so many different flavors 
in the way of accessories, even it 
may seem different. 


For instance, this week a chicken 
fricassee forms the meat course for 
Sunday dinner. However, when 
served with boiled fresh corn, & 
salad of crimson, young beets on 
shredded new cabbage and a des- 
sert of vanilla ice cream with 
crushed fresh peaches, it will seem 
a far different dish than when 
served in the winter and with win- 
ter vegetables. This particular 
fricassee adds the chopped chicken 
livers and a few mushrooms to its 
gravy and is served with boiled or 
steamed rice instead of potatoes, 
biscuits or dumplings. 

Chicken Fricassee, 

Select a four to five pound fowl, 
have it drawn and cut in pieces 
for serving. Singe each piece to 
remove hairs, wash carefully and 
then wipe dry with a soft cloth. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper (very 
lightly) and then with flour. 

Melt one-fourth cup shortening 
in a frying pan and brown the 
pieces of chicken quickly in the 
hot fat. As soon as brown, put 
them in a large saucepan and add 
boiling water to just cover. Drop 
in a large onion, a stalk of celery 
cut fine, a diced carrot and two 
sprigs of parsley. Cover closely 
and cook slowly for two hours, or 
until the chicken is tender. 

Meanwhile cook one and one-half 
cups rice so that it will be done 
when the chicken is cooked. Skim 
out the chicken liver and chop it 
fine. Melt one tablespoon butter, 
add three tablespoons flour and 
mix. Then stir in gradvally two 
and one-half cups of thy chicken 
stock, the chopped livers and one- 
half cup sliced mushrooms, Season 
with salt and pepper and cook un- 
til thickened. 

Arrange the rice on a large plat- 
ter, place the chicken around it 
and pour the gravy over the chick- 
en or serve it separately. 


Chicken Broth. 

In making the fricassee, only 
part of the stock is used for the 
gravy, the rest being reserved for 
the chicken broth used next day. 

If the weather is very warm, the 
broth may be jellied by the addi- 
tion of a small amount of gelatine 
—one teaspoonful to two cups of 
broth—and served with a grating 
of lemon rind and a bit of chopped 
parsley. 

Peach Sauce. 

Mix one-half cup sugar with 
one-half cup water and stir over 
a slow fire until the sugar is dis- 
solved. Boil without stirring for 
three minutes. Cool slightly and 
then add a drop of almond flavor- 
ing and one-half teaspoon grated 
lemon rind. 

Peel and mash ripe peaches to 
make two cupsful—a fork will 
mash them quickly and with less 
danger of discoloring. Stir at once 
into the sugar syrup. Serve cold. 

Vegetable Salad. 

Lettuce hearts, rings of green 
pepper, endive blades, dressed with 
French dressing, a little strip of 
mayonnaise across each vegetable, 
sprinkled with capers. 

Nut Bread. 

Sift together three cups flour and 
one teaspoon salt. Mix two well 
beaten eggs with one and one- 
fourth cups of milk, and add to 
the flour mixture. Add three tea- 
spoons baking powder mixed with 
one tablespoon sugar, mix well and 
lastly add one-half cup chopped 
nuts. Put into a well greased loaf 
pan and let rise for 20 minutes. 
Bake in a moderate oven.

Berry Dessert.

CUCUMBER ASPIC RING 
NICE FOR COMPANY MEAL 


Attractive, Wholesome Dish Which 
May Be Prepared the Day 
Previous. 

Peel two medium-sized cucum- 
bers and cut in thin slices. Peel and 
chop two small onions. Put the 
cucumbers, onions, one teaspoon of 
salt and three cups of boiling wa- 
ter in a sauce pan. Cover and boil 
for 20 minutes or until the cucum- 
bers are very tender. 

Then pour the mixture through 
@® coarse strainer, pressing the 
vegetables through with a spoon to 
make a pulp. 

Soak two tablespoons of zelatin 
in one-quarter cup of cold water 
for five minutes. Then stir into the 
cucumber pulp and reheat to the 
boiling point, stirring constantly. 
Add a very little green vegetable 
coloring to tint the mixture a pale 
green. Set aside to cool and then 
pour into a ring mold that has 
been rinsed with cold water. 

Peel a long, narrow cucumber 
and cut in thin slices or into very 
small dice. When the gelatin mix- | 
ture begins to thicken, put the cu- 
cumber cubes into it, distributing 
them as evenly as possible. 

When firm, turn out on a round 
plate, garnish with small, crisp let- 
tuce leaves, and fill the center with 
one and one-half cups of diced raw 
celery mixed with one-fourth cup 
chopped salted almonds and 
enough mayonnaise to moisten.

MIXTURES ON A WARM DAY 


Any One of These Several Methods 
Will Prove to Be Fairly 
Satisfactory. 

Gelatine desserts are easy to 
make and are generally popular, 
yet where there is no ice it is often 
a difficult problem to cool these 
sufficiently in warm wv ather to 
make them stiffen. e 

One way of accomplishing this is 
to place the molds in a pan con- 
taining a strong solution of cold 
galt water. 

Add about half a cup of salt to 
@ quart of water, using as cold wa- 
ter as obtainable. 

Place the gelatine in a cool spot 
and it will generally stiffen suffi- 
cicntly to hold its shape. 

When ice is availabie, gelatine 
mixtures may be very quickly 
hardened by placing the molds in

IS A SWEDISH DISH 


A Foreign Delicacy Which Is 
Greatly Enjoyed by Amer- 
~ ican Tourists. 


A subscriber writes for a recipe 
for herring salad. She explains 


that when a young girl she lived 
in a small Missouri town. In the 
same town lived a Swedish woman 
who made herring salad. This 
woman would not share her recipe 
with any of her friends or neigh- 
bors, but she was most generous 
in giving the salad away. 

It seems she made herring salad 
for all the church suppers and fes- 
tivals and the mere mention that 
herring salad would be included 
in the menu at a church supper 
would bring out every resident in 
the village and many of them 
would insist on two servings. 

In this way the residents of the 
small community would be regaled 
with herripg salad several times a 


‘year. 


Herring salad, while not such a 
difficult dish to prepare, does re- 
quire two days to make, as it must 
be put away in the refrigerator to 
ripen. 

For a nice dish of this salad use 


one salted herring, eight medium- 


sized boiled potatoes, one-half cup 
sour cream, one apple, two table- 
spoons chopped capers, two table- 
spoons Olive oil, one onion and one 
teaspoon mustard. 

Select a large salted 
making sure that it is a milter. 
Soak in cold water for two days, 
then skin, remove all bones and 
cut in narrow strips. Pass the 
herring through a sieve, add to it 
the sour cream and mix well. 

Chop the onion and capers very 
fine and add to the mixture. 

Boil medium-sized, long pota- 
toes until they are done, but still 
somewhat hard, peel and cut into 
thin slices for a potato salad.

CHILDREN'S DIETS 
SHOULD BE: VARED 


They Very Soon Tire of Food 
Served in the Same 
Way, Too. 


Some of the general rules for 


children’s diets point out the im- 
portance of including orange or 
tomato juice in the food supply be- 
ginning with the third month. 
These juices are rich in vitamins 
and minerals and are needed to in- 
sure a good start and to provide 
the materials for proper develop- 
ment. Most authorities are agreed 
that they may be safely introduced 
by the third month. 

Remember that when any new 
food is added to the diet of a 
young child to begin with very 
small amounts—half a teaspoon- 


ful in the beginning is enough to! 


give an indication of thes reaction 
to the food. Every individual re- 
sponds differently, and im case 
there is a negative reaction—that 
is, if the child cannot take that 
particular food even in such small 
amounts, it can be discontinued be- 
fore serious difficulties occur. 
Variety is as necesrary in plan-

ning food for children as tor 
adults. They, too, tire of food 
served in the same way too often. 
Indeed, this fault is often one of 
the causes for lack of appetite in 
children. 

By varying the method of serv- 
ing spinach—soup one day, a sout- 
fle another time, creamed on 
toast or made into a nest with a 
poached egg—it will not so easily 
become a distasteful food. 

Carrots mashed and seasoned 
with butter and ® little cream 
and served with a border of par- 
sley are more appealing than plain 
boiled carrots, and take but a 
moment more to prepare. Variety 
in cereals should also be aimed at. 

These foods all necessary for 
children, and if they are served in 
ways that make them appetizing 
to the child there will be little dif- 
ficulty in persuading him to eat 
them. 

And one other point of impor- 
tance for those who have to do 
with the feeding of young chil- 
dren is to remember that thoir 
food ideas are influenced by those 
of their parents. 

Children love to imitate and if 
they see Daddy refusing to eat 
cereal or declaring that he doesn’t 
like spinach, mother’s problems in 
that line are apt to be doubled. 

If parents dog not like the food 
that children should have, the bet- 
ter part of wisdom is to at least 
refrain from talking about it be- 
fore them.

UY ROBERTSON has an idea.

After ascertaining that the child 
went to bed early at night and that 
therefore, sleepiness was not the 
cause of her reluctance to get out 
of bed, I advised this mother to 
have a heart to heart talk with her 
little eight-year-old and fo put the 
job of getting up in the morning 
squarely on her shoulders. Tell 
her, I counseed, that you have to 
prepare breakfast and dq’ many 
other chores, and that you feel 
she is big enough and capable 
enough to shoulder the job of get- 
ting ready for school herself. Tell 
her, also, that you will call her 
once and no more, and that if she 
doesn’t get up-she will have to take 
the consequences of being late to 
school. And then, I further advised 
stick to your word; call the child 
once, and then go about your busi- 
ness, leaving her to attend to hers. 
A few weeks later the mother joy- 
fully reported that this method had 
worked wonderfully, that her child 
had assumed all responsibility of 
getting ready for school in a 
startingly capable manner! 

Most children rise to responsi- 
bility. They love to be independ- 
ent and to show us how well they 
can put through a job. They de- 
light in the feeling of adequacy 
which comes from accomplishment, 
and they are spurred on by our 
words and smiles of approval. ,Jet- 
ting our childreg assume just as 
much responsibility as they are 


capable of makes things easier and} 


more pleasant for us, as it frees 
us from many duties and does 
away with much nagging and fuss- 
ing. And even more important, it 
is splendid character training for 
the children, developing initiative, 


self-confidence, skill and a happy! 


disposition. 

Our children are capable of as- 
suming many of their own jobs. 
Many mothcrs who formerly nagged 
and punished their young ones, in 
getting them to perform their man- 
ifold little duties on arising in the 
morning and before going to bed at 
night, --ow give them lists of the 
things to be done, and have them
